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OHIO’S BIG STORM. 


THE DAMAGE ESTIMATED A OVER ONE 
MILLION DOLLARS. 


Farther Particulars of Casualties and Dam- 
age at Various Points—Railroads Suffer Se- 
riously — Heavy Loss of Cattle and Live 
Stock~—The Loss of Life. 


Darron, O., May 14.—The storm was a com- 
bination t all the furious meteorological ele- 
ments, and was the most terrificin demon- 
stration and damaging in effects of any that 
bas ever before visited this region. It was an 
aggregation of wind, lightning and rain defy- 
ing description. Throughout the surrounding 
country it was even worsé. In all directions 
the wind was terrific and did enormous dam- 
age. Fences were leveled for miles, barns 
and sheds blown to pieces, telegraph poles 
knocked down and trees uprooted. The fields 
were flooded, and in many places for miles 
farms were a sea of water. The damage by 
this overflow will be enormous. Fruit trees 
were blown down, torn limb from limb and 
scattered broadcast, while the fields sown in 


away and the soil replaced with gravel and 
debris. The farmers’ losses cannot be calcu- 
lated. The railroads running into Dayton all 
suffered heavy losses, aggregating possibly 
$100,000. The Cleveland, Columbus,Cincinnati 
& Indianapolis is the only road up to this time 
that can either leave or enter the city. Nearly 
every bridge and culvert in this county has 
been washed away and destroyed. It is esti- 
mated that this alone will aggregate a loss of 
$300,000 to the county. The entire section of 
country between this point and Beavertown is 
a complete wreck, also in the direction of 
Shakertown to Fairmount. At the latter 
place nearly every house was dam- 
aged, some of them almost beyond 
repair. In Beavertown the church, 
in which a prayer-meeting was in progress at 
the time the storm burst forth, was blown 
down. The congregation had just time to es- 
cape. Three other buildings were destroyed 
here, and still others damaged. Several per- 
sons are reported severely injured, but itis 
impossible to procure names and details. 
From this point west to Alexandersville and 
Carrollton the same picture of devastation, 
possibly not so great, is presented. The same 
can be said of the territory north of here to 
Tippecanoe City, and even beyond. Through- 
out this entire stretch of country cattle and 
horses were killed and injured, and thougha 
large number of people were hurt, it is 
thought all injured will recover. It is impos- 
sible to estimate the damages, though there is 
no doubt that $1,000,000 will not begin to cover 
it in this city and surrounding country. 


The Damage in Ohio. 


CINCINNATI, O., May 14.—News of damage 
by the storm of Wednesday night continues 
to come. Madison County, Ohio, suffered to 
the extent of more than $200,000. The streams 
in that county are generally low-banked and 
the unprecedented caused nearly all the 
road bridges to be carried off. In Fayette 
County the waterspout was so pronounced 
that a flood of eight feet came tearing down 
Pant Oreek yesterday afternoon into Washing - 
ton Court house, and increased until in four 
hours it had risen eighteen feet, the highest 
ever known. All the lower part of the city 
was inundated and many people driven from 
their homes. Dozens of bridges were 
washed away. In Clinton County the 
chief damage was by wind. Five

The mille are all 
stopped and nearly all access tothe town cut 
off. Heavy damage by wind occurred south of 
Middletown.

He became a member of the Knights 
over @ year ago, and was made Master Work- 
man nine months ago. He was present in the 
formation of District Assembly 101, Septem- 
ber, 1885.

Profits of the Gould Bridge. 


Wasnincror, D. O., May 14.—The arguments 
on the bridge question, as presented by St. 
Louis business mén, were heard yesterday by 
a number of the Senate Commerce Committee 
and some of the prominent railroad men of 
Washington. Mayor Francis was the leader 
in favor of the new bridge, the opposition 
being represented by J. F. Stout of St. Louis 
and Congressmen Price, Henderson and 
Plumb, respectively of Iowa, North 
Carolina and Illinois. The arguments 


were listened to most attentively and when 
objections were asked for the opposition said 
though they had many evidences and protests 
to present they were not quite prepared then, 
but would be in a few days. 

Mayor Francis made some very interesting 
statements regarding the bridge finances. In 
1875 there were 17,000 loaded 3 — cars car - 
ried across the Gould bridge, yielding a gross 
income of $300,000 and a net fncome of $100,- 
000. Inthe ten years elapsing between 1875 
and 1885, the number of cars had 
increased to 1,100,000, inciudi passenger 
trains, the gross income amount 10 to 581,500, 
000 and the net income to $850,000. All the busi- 
ness over the bridge hag been made to yield at 
the exorbitant rate of 5 per cent on $17,000,000. 

Some of the members of the committee called 
for the charter of the bridge, which was finally 

roduced after a short search, and it Was 

ound that except for the reservation that the 
Senate had a right to amend the charter 
the bridge had absolute power over the com- 
merce of St. Louis. Ths Merchant’s Exchange 
propose that a body of about 3,500 members 
uild a bridge, high or low as the Exchange 
may determine, to cost about $2,000,000, and 
be run purely in the interests of commerce. 
Aftet a few brief speeches and the presenta- 
tion of a memorial by Maj. Rainwater, the 
hearing closed. 


Assistant Secretary Jenks Resigns.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 14.—Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Jenks has resigned. 
He tendered his resignation several weeks 
ago, but the President requested him to keep 
the knowledge to himself until he could select 


his successor. Mr. Jenks’ retirement will be 
a great disadvantage to the Interior Depart- 
ment. He was the most effective business 
man on Mr. Lamar’sstafl. Most ofthe detail 
work of the Department was directed by him. 
He was opposed to railroad influences. Mr. 
Jenks says his resignation was not occasioned 
by any lack of harmony with the policy of the 
Department. He is in thorough accord with 
Mr. Lamar and oes out for rivate 
reasons. These he did not wish to divulge, but 
it has been learned that he must attend to im- 
portant private business. Before he went into 
the Department he was attorney of the million- 
aire Dubois, one of the richest men in West- 
ern Pennsylvania. He looked after Mr. Du- 
bois’ affairs, and received from $15,000 to $20,- 
000 a year. Mr. Dubois consén to Mr. Jenks 
guing into the Interior Department only upon 
condition he would still continue to advise and 
look after his private affairs. Mr. Dubois<died 
recently, leaving an estate of $8,000,000toa 
nephew. Mr. Jenks retires to look after the 
affairs of this estate, being left as one of the 
executors. Itis also understood that one of 
his daughters is soon to marry the Dubois heir. 
The President was anxious to retain Mr. Jenks, 
but — circumstances could not refuse 
to accept his resignation,

DISCOVERY OF A PRIVATE CEMETERY BE 
LONGING TO CHICAGO BOHEMIANS. 


Probability that Many Victims of the Drug 
Store Riot Were Secretly Buried—Most’s 
Alleged Visit to Chicago-—Mrs, Lucy E. 
Parsons’ Card—Work Resumed at Pullman 
—The Local Labor Situation. 


CHICAGO, May 14.—The Times this morning 
says: The facts in regard to the death of sev- 
eral rioters by drinking poisonous wines and 
tinctures, at the sacking of Samuel Rosen- 
fieldt’s drug store, are daily being verified by 
the testimony of reputable citizens in the dis- 
trict who are ina position to know whereof 
they speak. Mr. Zajicek, areal estate agent, 
while at the Hinman street Police Station yes- 
terday, forthe purpose of bailing out a pris- 
oner arrested for participation in ransacking 
the drug store, saidhe had no doubt many 
were poisoned by drinking the contents of 
botties that had medicinal wines in them, The 
crowd was so intent on carrying away every- 
thing in the shape of liquors that several dozen 
bottles of patent medicines were taken. But, 
although the truth of the assertion that death 
followed their riotous greed was thus 
corroborated by a person whose standing 
in the community is unquestioned, the most 
astounding feature of his statement was the 


allegation that there exists a private burying’ 


ground maintained by a Bohemian society, 
where it was more than probable that persons 
dying from wounds received in the riot, or by 
reason of a too liberal dose of unknown 


liquids, now lie buried. He said that 
there was in the district an atheist 
society composed almost excisivel 
of Bohemians, the president of whic 
performed all the functions of a regularly 
ordained priest, uniting in marriage, baptiz- 
ing 8 the rites of the order over 
the d This society had a burial ground on 
the Milwaukee road, in Jefferson, and he 
thought it. probable that some newly made 
graves there would teil the tale that a doctor’s 
certificate of death had omitted. The head- 
quarters of the atheist society was on the cor- 
ner of West Eighteenth and Wood streets, but 
the name of the president he did not feel at 
liberty to tell. 
STARTLING REVELATIONS. 

CuIcaGo, May 14.—The Daily News this morn- 
ing says: The rumor that Lena Fischer of New 
York is a sister of Adolph Fischer, the 
young anarchist who is supposed to have 
thrown the dynamite bomb, isin circulation 
here but has not been verified. It was be- 
neath the couch of Mrs. Fischer that detectives 
found Herr Most. If the rumor proves true, 
anew chain of evidence, burdened with many 
— social sensations, is apt to be formed. 
Young Fisher is regarded as an extremely rabid 
dynamiter. Of the crew arrested in the Arbeiter 
Zeitung office, he was the only one upon 
whose person was found murderous instru- 
ments. Suspicion was immediately directed 
against him, and after having pursued clew 
upon clew, the police nowclaim to have suffi- 
cient proof to convict him of having hurled 
the bomb which did so much destruction in 
the riot. A singular fact in connection with 
this new phase of the investigation was the 
supposed mysterious visitation of Herr Most 
the night ot May 2. It will remembe 
that he fled New York April 30. The following 
day August Spies, the chief of the 
Chicago anarchists, 8 to a reporter that 
Most would come to the city the next morn- 
ing. That would have been Sunday. On Mon- 
da a Polish reporter of the West 
Side said he had seen and 
talked with Moat, in the presence of Spies, 
and that he would write the results for his 
journal. Spies, before the arrival of Most, 
whom he expected to have fora guest exclu- 
sively, was willing that the reporters should 
meet the tator; but after his arrival he re- 
sisted their approaches. Furthermore the 
Polish interview was suppressed. Monday 
the 3d instant, the Black road riots began 
and Tuesday night following the Haymarke 
tragedy occurred. The relation of Miss 
Fischer, Most, Spies and Adolph Fischer to 
these events remains to be determined. It is 
said that Miss Fischer accompanied Most to 
the city and returned with h to New York 
on the 3d instant.

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| HE KILLED SEVEN. 


A DUNKLIN COUNTY MARSHAL’S RECORD 
AS A SLAYER. 


Tim Barham and His Pals—After Escaping 

Punishmeut for Murder He Is Found Guilty 

ot Burglary—A Miserable Man's Confession 
um ron on the Stand.“ 


There was a legend in the days when youth- 
ful imagination was fired with Indian stories— 
perhaps Ned Buntline w it; maybe it 
was Harriet May; even it might have 
been Sylvanus Cobb, Jr., of a mysterious 
denizen ofthe plains who for some great wrong 
resolved to kill as many Indians as he could 
cut marks on his rifle with a file. 
This morning there sat in the United States 
District Court on trial for a petty burglary, a 
man who, with no wrong to revenge, has piled 
his dead seven Corpses deep, and he has lived 
searcely thirty yoars. 

Thi BARHAM ; 
has deen for ten years a character in Dunklin 
Oounty, Mo., and nearly all the time has been 
City Marshal at Olarkton. It was there 
in part that his reputation as 


a killer was made. His last man was killed at 

alden, and only last November was he re- 
leased from custody for this orime. Inthe 
same month he rob the Post-office 
at Olarkton in company with Francis M. 
McClanahan, Al Stone and Charies May, and it 
has developed that this robbery was planned 
while Barham was on trial at Poplar Bluff for 
the murder of Crawford. 

THIS DUNKLIN COUNTY SLAYER 
is not an impressive desperado. Heis about 
5 feet 8 inches high, would weigh 160 pounds, 
black hair and moustache and small biack eyes. 
His shape is far from elegant, the lines from 
his shoulders to his hips Being equally distant 
at all points. His neck is short and 
guiltless of the civilizi influence of a 
collar. His head is round and set a little for- 
ward, though not with ~ i impression of 
**toughness,’’ The jaw never learned the Kerry 
Patch forward jerk, and his fanguage is as 
pure se that ofthe ordinary Dunklinite. His 
Satures are small and a trifle weak in every 
detail. Ot his clothing there is 
nothing to say, but that it hangs 
as well as storé-clothes generally do, and the 
pants have a way of taking a header below the 
vest line,emphasizing the absence of suspend- 
ers. His walk is the clod slouch of dwellers in 
rustic places, afree kind of rheumatic jerk, 
not unlike the shuffle of a prison bird. He 
was this morning in such po- 
sition that talking to him was 
a special rivilege to relatives 
and freoly granted no one but his mother. 
His history, however, is more interesting than 
his conversation. In Tennessee, in some in- 
definite locality in that much romanced State, 
he began his career. It was a cousin there 
who heard the pistol talk, and died; all be- 
cause of some home disagreement, and Bar- 
ham left the State with his mother. 

A SHORT EXPERIENCE IN TEXAS: 
resulted in the death of three individuals, 
Barham has often said. Other ei- 
dence is wanted, as are details, but 
in Dunklin County these lacks never have pre- 
vented the addition of these gory 
Texans to the total of his grave 
yard inmates. A man named Hall, 
a local desperado at Clarkton, was the first to 
feel the brilliance of Barham’s shoot- 
ing ability. He refused to submit to ar- 
reat, and shot Barham in the shoulder. 
The latter pulled his gun and puta bullet in 
Hali’s breast. As the wounded man swun 
around another bullet caught him in the left 
side, and a third entered his back, all the 
three bullets entering Hall's heart. 

A few beng later Jackson, an Arkansas ex- 
ress robber, passed through Clarkton. Bar- 
am recognized him from description and 
attempted an arrest which was 
resisted. Jackson was killed. Last 
spring a dance house was opened in Malden, 
and there Barham spent pany evenings. He 
met Crawford, another light man with

SENTENCED TO BE HANGED. 

The Supreme Court remanded the case on an 
erroneous instruction, and Barham was ad- 
mitted to resumed his duties 

and on Novem- 
confederates named, 
robbed the Post-office, securing about $500. 
He had the day previous borrowed 828 from 
the Postmaster. The robbery he predicted, 
and said that Al Stone would do it. When it 
occurred he said Stone was not the man, but 
was officious with two of his associates in fix- 
ing the crime upon a local drunkard. The 
Prosecuting Attorney became convinced 
that Barham, McClanahan and Stone were 
guilty. They were arrested. McClanahan 
made a confession, but repudiated it next day. 
This morning he asked to be taken before Dis- 
trict Attorney Bliss, but that officer deciined 
to ses bim. The case was closed 
last evening, andthere were only the argu- 
ments to make to-day. McClanahan insisted 
on seeing Mr. Bliss and was finally taken be- 
fore him. He burst into tears and said: 

‘*I want to confess. I have wanted to plead 
guilty all along but Tim Barham said he would 

ili me on the standifiIdid. If I hadn’t been 
afraid he would do it I would have confessed 
at the beginning.’’ 

M’CLANAHAN 

is about 50 years old, and bas been Barham’s 
partner in many small crimes com- 
mitted in Dunklin County. As 
he sat in the District-Attorney’s 
office, tears running down his grizzled face 
into bis gray mustache, he was the most 
miserable creature alive. He said Barham 
was the author of the burglary 
and Stone furnished the tools. May, whoisa 
fugitive, and McClanahan aided. When Judge 
Treat was told of the confession, he refused to 
allow the nan to plead gulity on account of 
the influence it would have on the 
jury in the other cases. He, however, 
‘consented to allow the case of Me- 
Clanahan to be withdrawn from the jury on 
condition that he pleads guilty after the dis- 
position of other cases. 

The jury in the cases of Barham and Stone re- 
turned verdicts of guilty on both indictinents 
this afternoon.

Then and Now. 


From the New York Mail. 

A fair estimate of the number of balls made 
for the present season is said to be five mill- 
ion, or one for every ten of the population of 
the entire country. The hard, unyielding 


base balls that are now used by professional 
ball-players are very different articles from 
those which were in vogue a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. In fact, they differ as greatly as the 
present game ‘of ase ball does from 
that which was played in those days. 

Dead. or professional base balls are 
made entirely by hand. According to rules 
laid down bythe League they must weigh 
within five and a quarter ounces. AA little 
rubber bail, weighing two ounces, is used as 
the foundation for two ounces of woolen yarn 
that is wound around the ball, and permits of 
it coming within the regulation size, weight 
and shape. The limit in size is nine inches in 
circumference. The yarn used makes the cir- 
cumference of the ball considerably more 
than this, but it is corrected by 
Serene a hammering process, after 
which the little spheres are turned over to the 
coverers, who invest them with a casing of 
horse hide, sewn with linen thread. Non- 
professional balis are made by machinery. 
To show the difference in the speed, care, and 
cost of manufacture of base alls, it may be 
stated that a certain factory near New ork 
ean turn out 48,000 machine made balls ina 
day, while the limit of manufacture for 

‘dead’’ bails in the same time is eighteen. 

Peg balis made in the days when it was cus- 

tomary to strike a winner out between bases 
by hitting him with the ball were made 
largely o india-rubber. To dothis with the 
**dead’’ ball. now made would often be death 
to the person hit. 

That 5,000, % balle have been made for the 
present season isnot surprising, when itis 
remembered that there are scores of amateur 
clubs—juvenile and otherwise—in almost 
every city ofthe Union, and each member of 
these numerous clubs is the possessor of from 
one to ten base-balls.

ARTHUR QUARTLEY. 


The Famous American Marine Artist Re- 
ported to Be Dying. 
By Telegraph to tha POsT-DISPATcH. 

NEw YORK, May 14.—The report published 
in yesterday’s WORLD that Arthur Quartley, 
the well-known American marine artist, would 
probably not recover from his present illness, 
occasioned the greatest sorrow and regret in 
the studios and artist meeting places of this 
city, yesterday. It was commented upon as 
a strange coincidence that orders were lately 


received for the removal from his studio and 
storage of the effects of Harry Chase, an 
equaliy prominent marine artist, who became 
insane six months ago, and whose death at 
the hospital near Poughkeepsie, where he now 
is, is said to be only a question of a few 
months. American art can ill spare any of ite 
few good marine painters, and especially such 
leaders as Quartley and Chase. Their loss 
will leave only Dehaas, Rehn, H. P. Smith 
Edward Morgan, Richards Shephard and 
Tyler as really feeling, fgrceful delineators of 
the multitudinous seas, sone? beaches and 
rocky cliffs of our seaboards.

HIS BONDS WERE FORFEITED. 

Bondsman Pina, a Cuban, is said to have 
been reimbursed by the Cuban insurrection- 
ists in New York and the amount of the bonds 
is regarded as the price Maid to keep Morey 
out of reach of the Spanish law. The charge 
against him was violation ofneutrality laws on 
the special ground that he was plotting against 
the peace ofthe Republic of Honduras. His 
counsel declared this to be frivolous and says 
Morey is ready to answer to the charge. 
Therefore, there appears to have been some 
other reason why the Cuban patriot 
failed to appear when his case was 
called. It seems as though he was 
afraid of the Spanish authorities. The 
Spanish Consul-General told the PostT-Dis- 
PATCH correspondent yesterday that even if 
his Government proposed to institate criminal 
proceedings against Morey he would not be at 
liberty to divulge the fact. Their attention 
was calied toareport that Morey’s alleged 
flight saved him from arrest ona charge of 
piracy on the high seas. The incident of his 
seizure of the Spanish steamer Montezuma iu 
IS, was mentioned in connection with the 
mistrusted — 1 sengeant While neither deny - 
ing nor affirming the rumor, the impression 
was created that it the Spanish authorities in- 
tended to punish him it is not on that score.

Morey was the leader in the Montezuma affair, 
but if the Spanish Government intended to 
punish anybody they might as well have ar- 
rested all who participated in it. 

There are at present quite a number of the 
party residents of this city who have never 

een molested. As it is well known, there isa 
system of espionage maintained ir New York 
by the Government, not alone of Spain, but of 
various South American countries. The move- 
ments of such men as are known to be insur- 
rectionists are carefully watched, butit often 
bappens that the spies are as dangerous to 
their employers as to those whom they are set 
to watch. his may account forthe rumor 
that Honduras was be attacked, 
the story being manufactured to 
divert attention from the real object 
of the expedition, which has given rise to 
so much talk. One of the Montezuma party 
told the newsman that be did not believe that 
any of them would ever be bothered on that 
account. Helaughed atthe idea of Morey’s 
possible arrest for piracy being the cause of 
the forfeiture of his bonds.
